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CLEMENCEAU’S 
~ GREAT SPEECH 
IN CHAMBER 


Remains on Tribune for Two 
Hours, Continving to Display 
Indomitable Spirit 


PARIS, Sept. 25.——Premier Clemen- 
ceau delivered his, long expected 
speech in the debate on the @atifica- 
tion of the peace treaty in the cham- 
ber of deputies this.afternoon. The 
whole trend of his arguments In favor 
of the treaty was one of solidarity be- 
tween the allies, who united Jn war, 
‘must be united In peace. 

M. Clemenceau admitted that the 
treaty contained many imperfections, 


but eald it was the culmination of the | 


work of “the coalition of liberation,’ 
the first of its sort In the history of 
the world, as the treaty was the dawn 
of a new era. He recalled the dark 
days of 1917, and declared to the op- 
ponents of the treaty that if a peace 
proposal had been received then, re- 
turning Alsace and Lorraine to France 
no Frenchman would have demanded 
the insertion of any other clause, but 
would have accepted it. 

The treaty brought back more than 
the lost provinces, it placed France 
on the highest pinnacle of famo and 


honor, and in a few years would bring. 


prosperity. 


Those who had spoken in the de- 


bate, the premier pointed out, had 
criticized the details of the treaty, 
which must be considered, accepted, 


or rejected as a whole, whether the 
instrument was helpful or harmful to 
France. 

Indomitable Spirit. 

The premier’s effort was tremen- 
dous. He remained on the tribune for 
more than two hours. Many times 
he seemed to weaken, his voice becom- 
ing 60 low as to be almost inaudible 
beyond the first row of government 
benches. But he waved off the ad- 
vice from all quarters of the chamber 
for rest and doggedly continued to 
display his indomitable spirit. He 
passed lightly over the criticism which 
had been prominent in the debate, 
that the French language is not the 
official language for the treaty, saying 
“Tt is not my fault if the English lang- 
uage ie spoken by nearly two-thirds of 
the civilized world.” 

The chamber’s apparent determina- 
tion to prolong the debate as long as 
possible was not deterred by the pre- 
mier’s request for a vote on the treaty 
today, for, while M. Clemenceau was 
speaking, several deputies Inscribed 
their names on President Deschanel's 
list as partiripants in the debate. M. 
Clemenceau warned the chamber that 
'f it refused to ratify the treaty, It 
would make f an Instrument of death 
to France, while if the chamber rat{- 
fied the instrument, France would be- 
come imbued with Its spirit, which 
would mean the life and resurrection 
of the eountry. 

The @ebate bids fair to run weil tnto 
next month, unless the government 
forces a vote or asks the chairman to 
cancel the privileyes of those who 
have expressed their intention of 
speaking. This the premier seems dis- 
inclined to do.

Would Avoid Fratricidal Con-

CABINET MIGHT RESIGN 


Idea Abandoned Since Ministe- 
rial Crisis Would Not Help 
to Solve Problem 


ROME, Sept. 25.—Cabinet ministers 
do not conceal the enormous gravity 


of the situation and the serious dif-) 


ficulty, not to say the impossibility, 
of finding a eatisfactory solution to 
the Flume problem. They did not want 
to use force against Captain D'Annun- 
zio, wishing to avoid fratricidal con- 
flict ,and it is said that this hesitation 
may be partly due to the fact that 
troops ordered aganst the poet's forces 
might refuse to obey orders. Persuas- 
ion, it is said here, is useless without 
agreeing to Captain D'Annunzio's con- 
ditione—the annexation of the port of 
Fiume and the hinterland to Italy pro- 
per. 
Government's Difficulty. 

Tt is asserted that if the Italian gov- 
ernment should accept the conditions 
she would have againet her not only 
her allies but her erstwhile enemies, 
headed by Jugo-Slavia, which perhaps 
would already have acted but for in- 
ternal troubles and the lack of a res- 
ponsible man in power, The Italian 
government was the first to recognize 
the impossibility of expecting the al- 
lies to take as an accomplished fact 
the occupation of Flume, for !f they 
admitted of this view there would be 
“accomplished facts" everywhere. 

The advisability of the cabinet re- 
migning has been examined, but the! 
idea has been abandoned, since a min- 
isterial crisis would not help to solve 
the problem, nor is there available a 
man with greater authority or more 
energy than Premier Nitti, who is 
generally considered the strongest 
statesman possessed by Italy. He has 
considerable opposition, however, 
which is fomented by nationalists and 
mipporters of Baron Sonnino, former | 
minister of foretgen affairs.

much time was spent in an endeavor 
to comply with this instruction, ‘'Sec- 
retary Draper,” reade the report. “be- 
ing away in England at the time. was 
unable to take part in the meeting. 
and the oninion of the members of 
the executive hwas tequally divided, 
as to the language which should be 
used and some of the principles which 
should be fmcorporated in a declara 
tion of thiskind. The executive there-

| Francis R. Jones, special commis- 
|stoner of the Overseas Club and Patri- 
otic League, is in the chy for a few 
days a guest at the Macdonald, The 
Overseas club purpose is fairly well 
known to Canadinns heaving as its 
patron, His Majesty The King, vice 
\patron, H. R.-H. the Duke of Con- 
naught and president, Viscount North- 
‘wliffe. For the benefit of those who 
do not know about the club the fol- 
lowing would be interesting: 

The Overseas Club is a non-party, 
patriotic society, formed to draw to- 
gether in the bond of comradeship 
the peoples living under the British 
fiag and British subjects in foreign 
countries. 

The Overseas club wae founded Au- 
gust 27th, 1910. The Patriotic Lea- 
gue of Britons Overseas was formed 
in August, 1914. The former worked 
chiefly in the Dominions and the latter 
entirely In fforeéen countries, The 
objects of the two societies were so 
similar that on March 31st, 1918, with 
the full approva! of His Majesty, an 
amalgamation was effected under the 
title of "The Overseas Club and Patri- 
otic League.” 

The objects of the ciab are: 

1. To help one another. 

2. To render individual 
our Empire 

3. To maintain our Pampire's supre- 
macy upon the sens and tn the air. 

4. To draw together in the bond of 
comradeship British people all over 
the world. 

The creed of the Overmeas club ty: | 

Believing the British Pmipire to 
stand for justice, freedom, order, and 
good government, we pledge ourwelves 
as cfMizens of the British Common- 
wealth of Nations to anaintain the 
herftage handed down to us by our 
fathers. 

Membership ts oper to Britieh sub- 
jects living in the Ofd Country or 
overseas, pither within the Empire or 
in foreign countries, Both men and 
women are eligible, and children are 
invited to join the junior section 

Mr. Jones, in an interview with the 
Bulletin, dad further to aay about the 
club and [ts aitivities but the feature 
of most importance wae the forming 
of a society tn connection with the 
Overseas club and under ita auspices, 
called “BaMes of the Hmpire” The 
object of thia society is to reduce the 
jdeath rate of Infante, which every one 
knows is very appalingly high. The 
jonly country in the world which has 
jkept the infant death rate down to 
a reasonable degree is New Zealand, 
which ie now one half of what it 
formerly was and is the lowest in the 


service to 


world, due to the efforts of Dr, F. 
Truby King.

over the future of the club and told of 
the three homes in England bullt es 
pecially for the work of the chit wal- 
fate movement. He stated also that 
|nurses were being trained especially 
for this work mand their duties were 
jto educate and tnetruct the mothers 
how to care for their babies, He polnt- 
ed out that the average nurse was not 
qualified for thie epecial work and itt

Investigating Racing 


MONTREAL, @ept. 25-——"If horse 
racing is to be entirely prohibited in 
Canada, it is my firm opinion that the 
breeding of thoroughbreds will be 
killed,” said Commander J. K. L. Ross, 
owner of many famous race horses, in 
the course of evidence he gave tis 
morning before Dr. Rutherford, who 
is investigating racing on behalf of 
the dominion government. 

Pressed to express his opinion as to 
the best form of betting—-book-mak- 
ing or pari-mutuele Commander 
Ross replied that he thought pari- 
mutual machines wére better, 

“Tl would suggest,” said Commander 
Ross, “that the race track owners be 
allowed to take a certain percentage 
from the pari-mutuel machines; that 
the owners should: be allowed a fair 
percentage on the money they have 
invested and that the rest, the sur- 
plus, be given to the public benefit, 
for good roads for the aid of farmers 
in breeding better horses and that fair 
purses be given to horse owners in 
order to enable them to produce the 
best of horses.” 

Counsel Raney, for the social ser- 
vice organization, ineleted that Secre- 
tary Northey, of the Montreal Jockey 
club, should produce the original bal- 
anee sheet of the club. Thie Mr 
Northey refuse2' te do “It a not the 
intention of this club to hide anything 
whatsoever it may be,” he said, “And 
I am willing to show these original 
balance sheets to Dr. Rutherford for
